Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Gough 
(US 6132425). In figure 8, Gough discloses a system for treating tissue within a tissue 
region using electrical energy, comprising a source of electrical energy; a firs, ablation 
device comprising a plurality of electrodes coupled to the source of energy and a 
second ablation device comprising a plurality of electrodes coupled to the source of 
energy in parallel with the firs, ablation device, whereby the first and second ablation 
devices can substantially simultaneously create firs, and second lesions, respectively, 
within a .issue region and a ground electrode coupled to the source of energy opposite 
the first and second ablation devices.
